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History Repeats 
Mattapoisett Commission to Dedicate Panels 

After three years of work, three Wayside Panels 
created by the Mattapoisett Historical Commission will be 
dedicated and presented to the Town of Mattapoisett on 
Saturday September 29 at 10:00 am beginning at the first 
historic site — the Herring Weir on Route 6. From there, 
subsequent ceremonies will take place at Shipyard Park to 
dedicate the Wharves Panel, and the final location at the 
historic Ned's Point Lighthouse. 

The handsome panels portray the history of each 
historic point of interest in the town with chronological 
facts and photos. The panels were purchased and ob- 
tained with funding provided by Mattapoisett residents 
(Herring Weir), the family of Win Jenney (Wharves Panel), 
and the Milott family (Ned's Point Lighthouse). At press 
time, the panels were to be installed at their respective 
sites this week by the Mattapoisett Highway Department 
in time for this weekend's formal ceremonies. 

The Herring Weir panel provides a history of the 
fish which migrate up the Mattapoisett River and spawn 
in Rochester's adjoining Snipatuit Pond. The panel 
features four historic photos, culled from the archives at 
the Mattapoisett Historical Society, and a herring (ale- 
wives) drawing by Carol Fletcher. 

The Mattapoisett Wharves panel offers a chrono- 
logical history of the wharves and past shipbuilding 
efforts from 1752 through 1918. In addition to seven 
historic photos, courtesy of the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society (including information on the whaling bark 
Wanderer), there is a diagram of the existing wharf struc- 
ture as drawn by Brian Gould. 

The Ned's Point Lighthouse panel depicts a 
timeline history of the landmark Mattapoisett site from 
1835 through 1993 surrounded by six historic photos of 
the structure and former lightkeeper's house (courtesy of 
the Mattapoisett Historical Society) and a drawing of 
Mattapoisett Harbor and Ned's Point by Carol Fletcher. 

All three Wayside Panels were laid out and 
designed by David Gould, of Village Framery and Design. 
All Mattapoisett residents are cordially invited to attend 
this special dedication ceremony and witness the unveil- 
ing of these historical landmarks.

at Mattapoisett, a member-owned golf community, which 
is being proposed for 600 acres of rolling woodlands in 
Mattapoisett, adjacent to the Industrial Park with main 
access off Route 6, diagonally across from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and just a stone's throw from 
the proposed and controversial Regatta housing complex. 
Now in the initial planning stages, the Bay Club will 
feature an 18-hole golf course designed by Faxon /Booth 
Golf Design, headed by PGA Tour professional Brad 
Faxon and facilities will include a clubhouse, state-of-the- 
art practice facility, tennis courts and swimming pool. 

In addition to the golf course, the Bay Club at 
Mattapoisett will also include a community of distinctive 
homes.

Department upon a recommendation from Fire Chief 
Ronald Scott. 

The board then met with Fire Chief Scott to 
discuss an incident on Sunday September 23 in which a 
private power boat sank in Aucoot Cove. Ms. Adams 
explained that resident Conrad Roy had originally 
requested the 7:00 appointment to discuss this matter, but 
could not attend. As such, Chief Scott relayed the details 
of the incident to the board members. 

According to Chief Scott, the Fire Department 
was toned out on Sunday morning for a boat that was 
submerged in the cove. The Harbormaster's crew was 
already on the scene and the Fire Department Rescue Boat 
managed to surround the vessel with enough boom to 
contain the fuel leaking out into the water. 

"We were able to mitigate the hazardous mate- 
rial," Chief Scott said. "I put a call in to the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) ... I updated them and 
they didn't think there was a need to send anyone out. We 
talked to the Harbormaster's (people) and I talked to the 
owner of the boat and found out he didn't have any 
insurance. We were concerned about the environmental 
impact on the newly-seeded clam (beds) ... so we made a 
decision to go ahead and pump out and remove the boat. 
We believed we were doing the right thing at the time." 

"We're not going into the boat salvage business," 
Chief Scott stressed. "I think we acted solely in the best 
interest of town."

"I know it's not the intention of the Fire Chief or 
Harbormaster to get into the boat recovery business," 
Selectman Denham said, apparently answering those 
critical of the actions taken. "This has been one of the 
occasions where the Harbormaster's Crew and Fire 
Department have had to work together." 

Selectman Denham' s comment was well-received 
by the several department heads present for the meeting 
— all of whom were there to clarify and correct a recent 
article which appeared in The Standard-Times which was 
sharply critical of such maritime calls. In that article, the 
contention was made that a turf war was raging between 
the town's Harbormaster's Department, Fire Department, 
and Police Department for jurisdiction over calls made to 
respond to Mattapoisett waters. Specifically, the article 
cited a July 7 incident in which a man called to report a 
fire on his boat. 

"I was quoted as saying that it wasn't necessary 
to call the Fire Department," Selectman Denham said. 
"What was left out . . . was that while we were walking 
(toward) the boat, he called and said there was no fire —

his wiring had fried up, but the boat was never on fire. 
The reporter decided to print only what he wanted to." 

"This is the first time in about 15 years that we've 
been called for an actual (boat) fire," said Harbormaster 
Steve Mach. "We responded . . . and later Chief Scott 
called me and said we should have contacted him about 
the fire incident. That was our mistake . . . but I think this 
was a very biased article." 

"Do we have a protocol in place for which 
departments should be called and respond?" asked 
Chairman Lambalot. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons provided a copy of 
protocol and procedures accepted by the Board of Select- 
men in 1998. "From the standpoint of the Police Depart- 
ment, this policy works fine for us," Chief Lyons said. "In 
the event a Harbormaster is not available, we will call the 
(Fire Department) rescue boat." 

Chairman Lambalot said the crux of the article 
seemed to be the criticism that the Fire Department rescue 
boat is not being called out enough and that the 
Harbormaster's boat is being used for all maritime calls. 

"I think the headline says it all: 'Adrift in rescue- 
boat debate — Turf war accusations linger about 
Mattapoisett craft,'" said Selectman Andrews. "What 
we're hearing here is there is no debate and no turf war. 
The Standard-Times is just trying to sell newspapers ... and 
they've done it to Mattapoisett again!" 

"The article claims we don't call the Fire Depart- 
ment," said Mr. Mach. "It's not effective to have two 
departments do the same thing. We've called them about 
six or seven times in the last few weeks. Each department 
has their own area of expertise — everybody here has a 
specific job and I really don't think there's a dispute. (The 
newspaper) is making issues out of non-issues." 

Some of the more critical comments quoted in the 
article came from Clayton Hagy a member of the Marine

Advisory Board (MAB), who was asked to attend the 
Selectmen's meeting but declined. 

"We have worked very hard over the years with 
the MAB," Mr. Mach said. "I'm sure Mr. Hagy is not 
speaking for the MAB — he's not the chairman or spokes- 
man for the board." 

"The whole article was erroneous," said Deputy 
Harbormaster Ken Pacheco, who took advantage of a 7:30 
pm appointment to defend his position. "I've been in 
public service for 28 years and we've responded to many 
calls . . . (and) I've never seen a problem working with the 
Harbormaster's Department and Fire Department. We 
didn't commandeer a boat ... the Harbormaster's boat 
wouldn't start and Brownell's Boatyard let us use their 
launch boat. I think Mr. Hagy has a vendetta against the 
Harbormaster's Department, in my opinion. The newspa- 
per article was based on information from a (MAB) 
meeting which he brought to the newspaper. There isn't a 
turf war — each department is doing what they should be 
doing. I think the guys on the Harbormaster's Depart- 
ment do a terrific job and I don't think anything should be 
changed." 

Another bone of contention in the newspaper 
article was the suggestion that the Board of Selectmen 
have formed a committee to consider buying a new 26- to 
30-foot Harbormaster's boat with a closed cabin — an 
unnecessary item with a $40,000 Fire Department rescue 
boat which is seldom used. But Selectman Andrews said 
neither the current rescue boat nor the Harbormaster's

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

September 24, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, September 24 
at 7:00 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
September 10 regular and Executive Session meetings, the 
board signed and approved a $5,774.50 invoice from 
Town Counsels Perry, Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies for legal 
services provided between August 1 and August 31, 2001. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Library Trustees and Library Director Lucy Loomis to get 
a progress report on their proposed library expansion 
project and fund-raising efforts. The group has formed 
both a fund-raising committee and building committee 
for the future expansion effort, and they have already 
raised some funds for the project which will supplement 
the $1.7 million matching state grant for which they have 
been put on a waiting list. 

"That will be about 40 percent of the total cost," 
Library Director Lucy Loomis said. "The town will have 
to provide matching funds . . . the total cost is about $4.2 
million." 

The board was supportive of the effort, but 
cautioned that the Trustees and Building Committee will 
have to sell the project to town residents with an empha- 
sis on the need for additional space. 

"We're planning to make meeting space available 
(in the library) to town and civic groups, that's a require- 
ment of the grant," Ms. Loomis said. "Our goal is to be a 
community center."

received a notice of intent from the A.D. Makepeace 
Company to sell two acres of property located at 2 County 
Road which is currently under a Chapter 61A conserva- 
tion restriction. Chairman Cutler initially had concerns 
about the proper format of the notice, and the board 
agreed to hold action on this matter until the Lands Trust 
had an opportunity to review it. 

The board also received a letter from the Ply- 
mouth County Commissioners requesting their annual tax 
assessment in the amount of $11,511.05. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon advised the board that a pending court case 
scheduled to go before the judge this past week has been 
rescheduled for October 15. He also informed the board 
that payment of $26,000 for the recent wiring work done 
at Memorial School to connect the new generator system 
is being withheld by Town Accountant Claudette Coutu. 
"The work has been done, but it appears they did not 
follow the procurement law," Mr. Huntoon said. "I've sent 
a letter to the Attorney General's office, to see if we can 
request a waiver. If the law was not followed, the penalty 
falls on the contractor, not the town." 

Mr. Huntoon also discussed problems with the 
West Nile virus in town, which recently forced the eutha- 
nasia of a privately-owned horse which contracted the 
disease. "I think we need a plan in place for next year, 
when they're predicting an even greater outbreak (for 
2002)," Mr. Huntoon said. 

The board agreed some "plan of action" should 
be in place for next year, but considered it a Board of 
Health matter. "If there's going to be a plan, it should be 
coming from (the Board of Health)," Chairman Cutler 
said. 

Selectman Ryan also had questions about the 
payment method the town is using for animal control

account . . . now it's $46.58 in the hole," Selectman Ryan 
said. "I'm asking the board to write a hefty letter to N-Star 
and Verizon regarding the outstanding (police) detail 
bills. Some are in arrears back to March. I think they need 
to be reminded (to pay). We also need to make sure that 
all other (companies) need to pre-pay for police details." 

The board unanimously voted to send a letter to 
the delinquent companies in question. 

Chairman Cutler also asked the board if they 
were willing to seek out fresh proposals for Town Counsel 
legal services. "It's been a long time since we've gone out 
looking for fresh proposals ... at least three years," he 
said. 

But both Selectman Parker and Selectman Ryan 
felt the town was being well-served by the current firm of 
Perry Hicks, Crotty and Deshaies. 

"I just happened to talk to a couple of other 
(towns) and I think we have a bargain right now," Select- 
man Ryan said. 

"I'm happy with (Town Counsel)," Selectman 
Parker added. 

The board also discussed moving the mounting 
pile of files in the Town Hall basement and requesting 
various department heads to remove any files which they 
are no longer required to keep by law. "It's becoming a 
safety issue," Selectman Parker said. 

At 8:45 pm the board unanimously voted to go 
into Executive Session to discuss pending contract nego- 
tiations and would thereafter adjourn for the evening.

The big guns came in firing for The Regatta complex at 
the recent town Board of Appeals' meeting. Although they shot 
off some heavy salvos, the ammunition used sometimes 
contradicted comments made by the development group, at an 
initial meeting with townspeople at the American Legion Hall. 

For example, Attorney Edward Doherty, representing 
the Mattapoisett Housing Associates (the chummy name for the 
developers), said one of the developers was a town resident. 
Was he referring to James Lanagan, who lives in Dartmouth? A 
bit far-reaching. Next came the revelation that only one of the 
two residents in an apartment at the complex need be 55 or 
older. At the Legion Hall it was said that both persons needed to 
be 55 or older. Now it also appears that children of these parents 
will not be excluded, according to the honorable Doherty. 
Originally, it was sold as an adults-only development. 

Board of Appeals member Nancy O'Brien (to her 
credit) brought up the issue of parking spots, set at 133 (elevated

since the Legion meeting) by the group. She inquired as to 
where visitors would park and where would overnight guests 
park. The development team, with architect Michael Binette 
speaking, said that it was unlikely that overnight guests could 
be accomodated and added that temporary visitors could 
employ circle parking on the premises.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

A 
traffic study conducted by Rizzo Associates for the developer 
indicated only a minimal impact on Route 6 from the complex, 
Brian Sullivan said. However, the time of day that the study was 
undertaken was questioned by a resident. 

Bill Bancroft, who led the fight to get residents ample 
sewer lines throughout various areas of town, said residents 
who have waited years for the sewer hookup and paid taxes 
throughout those years should not be shortchanged by the 
project. He said there is still nothing concerning the tie-in for 
The Regatta with the water and sewer commissioners. He added 
later that the complex should be dutifully charged for its tie-in to 
the available sewer line. 

Resident Dan Lee inquired as to whether any access 
road, other than Route 6, is planned. Mr. Doherty said an access 
road would be available behind the building because of a 
request from Fire Chief Ronald Scott, but nothing else. 

Mr. Lee also questioned the size of the retention ponds 
(to minimize drainage impact on the nearby area), saying the 
state allowed the downsizing of such ponds for the nearby 
funeral home. Mr. Lanagan said they (the developers) had no 
desire to reduce ponds.

Regatta, proposed to be built between the Police Station and the 
funeral home. The project is massive, 30 times the size of the 
police station (or two football fields!), and as high as the clock 
tower at Center School. 

The proposed project comes under the Chapter 40B, 
Comprehensive Permit, affordable housing. The developer, 
James Lanagan, first introduced the project to the residents that 
were interested, at the American Legion Hall, on June 21, 2001. 
We were shown a drawing of a rather large structure (which 
turned out to be only a third of the proposed building!), told that 
the complex would give Mattapoisett affordable housing. They 
said it would give the elder Mattapoisett residents a place to go 
when the kids move out, although the developer has no plans to 
give preference to Mattapoisett residents. We were assured it 
would be available to ONLY those 55 and older. After the initial 
application was approved (the permit has not been approved), 
the developer said that only one person has to be 55. Younger 
people, including children, can live there. This would have 
impacts on our schools, traffic, environment, sewer, etc. 

In order to be approved, the application must be 
brought before the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) and the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA). The ZBA 
can turn it down if it is not commeasurate with the needs of the 
town, and /or if there are safety, environmental, and health

Hearts in Atlantis. Starring Anthony Hopkins and Anton 
Yelchin. Directed by Scott Hicks. Running time: 101 
minutes. MPA A rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Hearts in Atlantis is well-meaning sludge, based on slightly 
worse well-meaning sludge that didn't have Anthony Hopkins 
going for it. Stephen King's 1999 book of the same name was his 
glancing, sidewise attempt at something serious and significant, 
and some of the material in the book's five sections was powerful 
— the story "Hearts in Atlantis," for instance, with its Vietnam- 
era college students playing the card game Hearts to distract 
them from the looming draft. The movie has taken the name of 
that story and the book, but it has nothing to do with the story; it's 
based instead on the book's first section, "Low Men in Yellow 
Coats," one of the sappiest and most self-derivative things King 
has allowed into print. 

Hopkins, at this point, knows he doesn't have to do much. He 
lets his eyes twinkle with warmth or wisdom, or he'll draw out a 
syllable to put a quiet stamp of authority on whatever he says — 
he's coasting here, really, but it's generally entertaining coasting. 
As Ted Brautigan, a mysterious man who befriends 11 -year-old 
Bobby Garfield (Anton Yelchin), Hopkins gets to wear a wreath 
of the uncanny while projecting pure virtue. He also gets to 
deliver solemn platitudes while Bobby and the camera hang on 
every word. He can't really do anything with Ted except embody 
him amiably, though; screenwriter William Goldman and director 
Scott Hicks (Shine) don't give him anything fresh to work with. 

Ted joins a long line of King heroes given extraordinary 
powers (in this case, mind-reading) only to find the world eager 
to destroy them or misuse their gifts. A bit of Ted's power passes 
into Bobby, who uses it to pick the Queen of Hearts at a carnival 
card game; that's supposed to explain the "hearts" in the title, and 
Goldman gives Ted a speech to cover the rest: "Sometimes when 
you're young, you have moments of such happiness, you think 
you're living in someplace magical, like Atlantis must have been 
. . . then we grow up and our hearts break into two." So Atlantis 
becomes the lost kingdom of childhood innocence, rather than 
the '60s metaphor King intended. Either way it's a bit florid.

Bobby is working on a flirtation with his first great love, 
Carol (Mika Boorem), and steering around the disapproval of his 
frazzled mom (Hope Davis, doing the best she can with a character 
that barely makes sense). Ted is being chased by "low men," who 
seek him for dark purposes gradually revealed (none too adroitly 
— in one of those movie scenes where a newspaper headline pops 
up just in time to slide the plot point into its slot). Goldman and 
director Scott Hicks frame the story with the adult Bobby (David 
Morse), now married with three kids, heading back to the old 
hometown for a friend's funeral. He narrates, too, just like Richard 
Dreyfuss in Stand by Me, except only at the beginning and end; 
you expect him to close with "I never had any psychic old-man 
friends later on like the one I had when I was 11. Jesus, does 
anyone?" 

Hearts in Atlantis carries a dedication to its cinematographer, 
Piotr Sobocinski, who died at 42 earlier this year; he shot a few 
films for the acclaimed director Kryzstof Kieslowski. Sobocinski 
drowns the film in golden sunlight, except for the adult-Bobby 
scenes, which are drained and blue, as if adulthood were a 
vampire sucking the life out of us all. If you're born with anything 
special about you, life will beat it out of you with a baseball bat or 
use it for dark designs. King and Goldman are both champion 
sentimentalists of the past (Goldman tosses in an anecdote about 
football legend Bronko Nagurski, a boyhood hero of Goldman's 
invoked in many of his books, and Hopkins gets to reprise a little 
magic trick he did in Magic, which Goldman wrote); put them 
together and you have two guys who seem so depressed about 
their lives today that they yearn for childhood. "Then we grow up 
and our hearts break into two ." Whose heart? Goldman's? King's? 
A movie that says we might as well pack it in as soon as we turn 
18 is more bitter than bittersweet.

Charles Dickens opened his great novel A Tale of Two 
Cities with the pitch-perfect: "It was the best of times, it was 
the worst of times." Dickens could have applied those same 
words in describing the American temperment circa Sep- 
tember, 2001. 

But as the days and weeks pass and we begin to slowly 
put the tragic events of September 11 behind us, there is a 
renewed sense of unity and brotherhood that has made us 
all walk with a little more pride and dignity in the after- 
math of the demoralizing attack on our home soil. I know 
I've been touched and moved by the countless number of 
American flags which have popped up in front of homes, 
draped from businesses, fluttering from the backs of pass- 
ing cars, and clinging to the fences onhighway overpasses. 
And the images of Americans everywhere, huddled to- 
gether in candlelight vigils and singing "God Bless 
America" or "The Star-Spangled Banner" have been both 
comforting and inspirational. 

For days now we've had political pundits and the 
talking heads in the mass media pound into us that America 
will be "forever changed" by the September 11 horror ... 
and that things "won't ever be the same." While I think 
that's true, I also think their intention is to suggest a darker, 
"gloom and doom" scenario. 

I'd like to be a little more optimistic and suggest these 
"changes" might be for the better. 

Granted, I'm not naive enough to ignore the fact that 
we're going to war with a dangerous network of terrorists, 
nor do I think a little bit of flag-waving is going to soften the 
fact that casualties onboth sides will result. But I'm starting 
to believe that while the terrorists may have been success- 
ful at killing many innocent people and destroying three 
landmark structures, they failed miserably at breaking our 
American spirit — our will to pick ourselves up and forge 
ahead. I've always maintained that Americans are at their 
absolute best when faced with the greatest adversity ... we 
immediately rise to the occasion when the chips are down. 

Well, the chips are not only down ... they've been 
toppled and reduced to a twisted pile of rubble — steel and 
concrete concealing a mass grave of innocent lives lost. 

But instead of kowtowing to the terrorists' master 
plan, we've all pulled together and, remarkably, strength- 
ened our nation as a result. The failed "divide and con- 
quer" strategy of the fear-inducing acts of September 11 
have actually served to unite us. And although there have 
been some spot cases of finger-pointing and knee-jerk 
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ethnic profiling, I think for the most part Americans have 
made a conscious effort to come together. 

I don't really care about the naysayers who claim this 
sudden burst of patriotism won't last ... or that we all 
should have been flying the Stars and Stripes on a daily 
basis. Right here and now it's not only a source of comfort 
for many, but also a matter of national pride — something 
which I'm afraid has been diluted and all-but-forgotten in 
our recent climate of rampant and language-raping politi- 
cal correctness. 

There was an interesting quote from a college student 
I read recently in which he claimed the so-called "hyphen- 
ated" ethnic designations for students — African-Ameri- 
cans, Latino-Americans, etc. — have begun to disappear 
since September 11, and people are again referring to 
themselves as simply Americans. 

I can also remember seeing an interview with actor 
Morgan Freeman a while ago in which the interviewer 
asked him if it was difficult to find good "African-Ameri- 
can" roles, to which Mr. Freeman bristled and promptly 
corrected: "I consider myself an American." 

I think in the wake of all this horrible death and 
destruction, it may finally be okay to display a little Ameri- 
can pride for a change, without fear of offending or eclipsing 
another's proud heritage. And even if that's the only 
remotely good thing to come out of all this tragedy, I 
welcome it.
